About America

MOSCOW (WP) —.One of the surprises for an 
American traveler crossing the vast breadth of the 
Soviet Union is apparently sophisticated Russians 
still clinging to old, warped, worniont notions about 


the United States. 


The discovery is a surprise 
because it contradicts the 
belief held in some weste 
quarters. that a. cree 
liberalism is. gradually overs 
taking the Soviet Union. 

What is gone, to be sure, is 
the hostility and suspicion 
shown towards Americans 
and other foreigners during 
the dark age of Stalinism. 
Even. so, the enlightenment 
seems.a long way oif. 

This’ isnot to say that 
Russians are unfamiliar with 
the US. scene, On the 
contrary, they can . identify 
members of the Nixon cabinet 
as well.as Senator Fulbright, 
the astronauts, George Wal- 
lace and the Black Panthers. 
How many Americans, in 
contrast, can name the Soviet 
president? 


DISCARDING CLICHES 
But if Americans are 


ignorant’ about the Soviet 
Union, they are at - least 
discarding the cold war 


cliches that once character. 
ized their attitude towards 
Russia. The Russians, how- 
ever, have yet to_shuck off 
the stereotypes of the past. 


As a consequence, though 
his Soviet hosts could not be 
more affable, the American 
traveler here repeatedly finds 
himself locked into conversa- 
tions made hopelessly frus- 
trating by the wildest kinds of 
dogmatic misinformation. 

In a Siberian city the other 
day, for example, a pleasant, 
English-speaking Russian 
engineer had the Middle East 
situation all doped out: The 
United States supports Israel 


and “Zionist imperialism” 
because the Rockefellers are 
Jewish and, as everyone 


knows, they run America. 
PRESS REPORT 


At the core of his analysis, 
the engineer disclosed, was a 
Soviet press report on a visit 
by Gov. Rockefeller to a New 
York synagogue. Patient 
efforts to point out that you 
don’t have to be Jewish to 
like rye bread failed to sway 
the Russians, 

A pretty schoolteacher in 
another provincial town simi- 
larly asserted that President 
Nixon's decision to send U.S. 
troops in to Cambodia had 
been dictated by the ‘‘capital- 
ist bosses’ who, as Lenin 
wrote, make money from 
war, 

Advised to look at the way 
the stock market plunged 
after the American interven- 
tion in Cambodia, the young 
lady was baffled for a 
moment. Then, she asked: 
“What is the stock market?™ 

In still another place, a 
local editor confidently 
claimed that the United 
States has been helping the 
Chinese for years to develon 
advanced weapons desicned 
to threaten the Soviet Union. 


FLIMSY EVIDENCE 


His evidence, the editor 
revealed, ‘was the faet that 
several senior Chinese 
nuclear physicists and aero- 
dvrfamics experts were edu- 
cated at American universi- 
ties and later sent back to 
China to build bombs and 
missilés, 

An attempt to explain the 
deportation of one prominent 
Chinese scientist in the mid- 
1950's as a blunder by the 
FBI evoked « response, that 
would have delighted J. 
Edgar Hoover. “‘Come now,” 
the Russian editor said, “the 


FBI doesn't make mistakes.’’ 

Eventually, after 
the inevitable references to 
Vietnam and, of course, 
“tlynchings in the south,” the 
traveler vows to avoid further 
talk about the United States 
and confine the discussion to 
the Soviet Union. 

But here, the American also 
finds that Russians are often 
unable — or perhaps unwill- 
ing — to offer much informa- 
tion about Soviet policies, and 
practice at home and abroad. 


Many. do, not know, for 
instance, that.Soviet agricul- 


tural setbacks have compelled | 


the Kremliri to import wheat, 
or that’ Moscow has © been 
se@king Japanese co-operation 
for joint development projects 
in Siberia. 

LACK OF OURIOSITY 


Moreover, confronted with 
these and other questions 
about the way the Soviet 
Union operates, many Rus- 
sians seem to display a 
singular lack. of. curiosity. 
Asked to explain the serious 
shortage of consumer goods 
in the Soviet Union, for 


example, a journalist replied: |

FALSE’ COMPOUNDS USED IN-EXPERIMENTS

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 
Experiments with opium 
poppy and ordinary tobacco 
show both may be made to 
grow as non-addictives, a sci- 
entist said today.

* ‘Jt should be’ understood that the 
program still.stands as one of the 
best ever proposals to revivify the 
downtown area. But the particular 
project set up by the Reid interests 
— the first. of what. it was hoped 
will be many private proposals — 
has run into the civic metronome. 
Perhaps being the first caused it to 
be snapped at so eagerly by Victoria 
officials and spokesmen, and cer- 
tainly it. is an ambitious and 
exciting idea even though the hard 
details have never been pinned 
down. 

A three-tower high-rise complex 
on the waterfront, with plaza, 
theatre, apartment and. hotel 
accommodation is an exhilarating 
concept. The catch comes in con- 
sideration of the location —- on the 
harbor.front of a city which prides 
itself on its natural scenic surround- 
ings, blocking the westward view, 
cutting off the city, in a sense, from 
fs natural marine environment. 

The understandable quandary of 
city. council members arises_ basi- 
cally from the fact that nobody 
really knows what he wants.the city 
to become. Should the immediate 
Wharf Street waterfront be 
developed intensively “in living 
accommodation, commercial struc- 
tures, even industrial establish- 
ments? Or should the rocky. banks 
become the basis for a green strip 
or parkland along the water’s edge, 
a promenade of surpassing 
attraction for a community 
apparently destined to be one of the

outstanding residential and tourist 
centres on the continent? -Nobedy 


before its setting is determined 
obviously lead to flick-flack decision- 
making. 

When building projects involved 
frame construction or even brick, 
there was still a chance to recoup 


»mistakes without unbearable loss. 


But modern high-rise construction 
has a great deal more permanence. 
Once embarked on a program of 
such construction, particularly in 
the downtown area; Victoria’s 


course will be set for the foreseeable - 


future. Will the harbor be a place 
from which the city can look 
westward to the hills, or merely a 
viewpoint for tenants on the -sea- 
ward side of a row of high-rises? 
Shall we open out to the sea, or shut 
ourselves in from it? 

Admittedly some of the . ambi- 
tious schemes of today require the 
high density rentals which only 
high-rises. can provide on limited 
ground. But is our ground that 
limited? An astonishingly large part 
of Victoria’s city centre is on the 
street level. Many a building has 
little but storage space on its second 
floor. It might not be an exaggera- 
tion to say that.two and three- 
storey buildings could contain most 
of Victoria’s city core activity for 
several generations to come — and 
with lots of breathing space and 
parking space between them. 

Each week it becomes more 
evident that we need a master plan, 
an overall concept of what the city 
might look like thirty, sixty or a 
hundred years from now. And we 
can make it largely what we wish, 
for so much of it, and particularly 
the harbor area, is ready for the 
wreckers and the planners. But let 
us not put the first to work until the 
second have something permanent 
on paper. 


An Ice Worm Cocktail 


N THE BIZARRE CASE OF A 
United States citizen accused of 
murder on a floating ice island 
somewhere off the coast of Elles- 
mere Island, Canada took a cautious 
course in not testing its national 
sovereignty by demanding trial of 
the man in a Canadian court. For 
almost two decades the United 
States has had a _ meteorological 
base-on the ice mass which floats 
along the Alaskan Coast and 
through the Canadian Arctic. 


Since the island was in Canadian 
waters when the alleged murder 
took place, it can be argued that 
any trial should be held before a 
Canadian court. Allowing the 
United States to try the case might 
be construed as a loss of 
sovereignty, since Canada lays 
claim to the Arctic archipelago. 


But closer examination shows 
that the facts-are only the-tip of a 
legal iceberg. The ice-floe wanders 
with the Arctic winds — even close 
to the Alaskan coast — and the 
United States.federal court con- 
siders-the ice island an American 


ship. By international law a nation 
has jurisdiction over crimes that 
occur on its ships while on the high 
seas. 

Perhaps the key term is_high 
seas. Canada does not consider the 
Arctic waters between Canadian 
islands as the high seas. And 
international law is specific about a 
foreign ship entering the territorial 
waters of another nation. Any such 
ship falls under the laws of the 
nation in whose territorial waters it 
is sailing. Thus, since the alleged 
crime took place in Canadian 
waters, our courts should have 
exclusive jurisdiction. 


Not so, according to interna- 


tional law. A nation has jurisdiction 
over a “public ship” — a warship or 
other ship operated by a national 
government — wherever it happens 
to be. Because the ice island was 
occupied arid used by U.S. nationals 
working-—for their government, it 
might be legally called a public ship. 
Robert Service might have thrown 
up his hands and called the whole 
thing an 
better left unsampled. 


Test Ground in the Gulf 


Wr, TIDE AND LUCK WILL 
be the main factors determin- 


ing whether or «not provincial 
seacoasts on the Gulf of St.

‘Industrial Democracy Can Pay Off 


T= Canadian Labor Congress, having 
resolved at its convention last spring 
that it is in favor of industrial 
democracy, now has a committee * of 
labour theologians at 
work trying to dis- 
cover just what it 
means. In labor no 
Jess than in religious 
matters, the Word 
becomes flesh only 
with the assistance 
of -a~certain amount 
of interpretation. 
Certainly the . com- 
mittee has a wide 
open field before it. 
“Industrial Democracy” may be part of 
the litany of the trade union movement 
but it is a term without much practical 
tradition in this country,.and the most 
casual inspection of the foreign litera- 
ture, particularly that of Britain and 
Scandinavia, reveals it can be used to 
mean almost anything so long as it 
carries with it the general idea of more 
control for the workers in areas hitherto 
reserved as the rights and prerogatives 
of management. 

This in itself, of course, is enough to 
raise hackles on the capitalists. But 
there are degrees of antagonism and the 
problem before the.CLC committee is to 
come up with a concept of industrial 
democracy “which may worry manage- 
ment yet not drive it up the wall. 

There would seem to be no point, for 
example, in adopting a political concept 
in which “industrial democracy” is 
synonomous with doctinaire socialism 
and means, ultimately, the control of 
production and the management of 
industries by the workers. This approach 
has had a long and noble (or ignoble, 
depending on one’s point of view) history 
in Britain and elsewhere.

Instructive 


Foreign experience with one aspect of 
this political approach, however, does 
appear to be instructive — the represen- 
tation of employees on a company’s 
board of directors. This is often argued 
as the open sesame to industrial 
democracy but the record of instarices 
where_it has been tried would indicate 
otherwise. It has had an unhappy history 
even amongst the nationalized industries 
of Britain, Norway and Yugoslavia. 

A research project conducted jointly 
by the Institute for Industrial Social 
Research in Trondheim and the 
Tavistock Institute of Human Relations 
in London reported in 1966: 

“Looking at the behaviour of 
employee—representativeson- Nerwegian 
boards, it becomes clear that_although 
they legally share. in the power of the 
Board, they find it very difficult to see 


how to use that power in ways that are 


in accord with the usual Board purposes 
and also make a direct impact on the 
working life of their constituents. 
“The power of the Board relates to 
“and is appropriately used for the 
economic prosperity of the firm. Most of 
the known and obvious ways of further- 
ing the employees’ interests at Board 
level involve an increase in labor costs, 
with no assurance of an off-setting 
economic gain for the company, or they 
involve interference in managerial 
execittion of Board policy which a Board 
will be naturally reluctant to do.”’ 


Two-Hat Difficulty 


The ‘employee director’, in . short, 
finds himself trying to wear two hats 
and it can’t be done. The possibilities of 
industrial democracy, the - report . con- 


cluded, are far more promising on the 


managerial rather than the board level 
because it is in the area of management, 
job operations and administration that 
the interests of the employees and the 


company_are not necessarily antagonis-— 


tic. 

“Insofar as industrial democracy 
means more than extended negotiations 
and consultations,” the report said, 
“then there is a need for some transfer 
of real managerial power to. the 


employees. It is difficult indeed to see 


how this sharing can be started. at the 
top at Board level. If democratic 


participation is to be a reality then it 
seems inevitable that this be started at a 
level where a large proportion of 
employees are both able and willing to 
participate.”’ 

The, Tavistock Institute has been a 
leading advocate of what may be called, 
for the sake of convenience, the 
psychological approach to industrial 
democracy. This involves the relatively. 
new field of work group dynamics and 
other esoterica, but essentially the thesis 
is that responsibility for and contro! over 
job performance and the co-ordination of 
jobs should be located as far as possible 
with the*people directly engaged in the 
jobs — i.e., thé workers themselves, 


Stimulating Initiative 


“The bulk of the scientific evidence,” 
declares a Tavistock report, ‘‘suggests 
that the more the individual is enabled to 
exercise control over his task, and to 
relate his efforts to those of his fellows, 
the more likely is he to accept a positive 
commitment, releasing that personal 
initiative and creativity which is the 
basis of a democratic climate.”

It is a fair guess that the Canadian 
Labor Congress, in defining its concept 
of industrial democracy, will be proceed- 
ing along these lines of democratization 
of the work-place, not only because it is 
a relatively simple enlargement of the 
scope of working conditions now subject 
to collective bargaining, but because 
enlightened management will be able to 
see, or can be shown, that it is in its own 
interest to agree. 

This is not to say that it will come 
easily, or that job democracy is 
compatible with the dominant trends of 


» modern industry. On the contrary, it is a 


radical concept quite at odds with the 
autocratic ‘‘machine theory’’ of organi- 
zation so prevalent in engineering design 
and development, wherein technological 
solutions are favored which involve ever- 
more fragmentation. of work into 
dehumanized, robot operations and the 
external supervision of workers, But the 
democratic sharing of managerial power 
at the level of the work-place has the 
great advantage, apparently, of being 
profitable. 

In short, it pays off, which is a 
powerful incentive for overcoming’ old- 
fashioned prejudices about management 
rights and perogatives.

Neil Wates, managing director- ofWates 
Ltd., one of Britain’s biggest building firms, 
has refused to extend his operations ‘to. South 
Africa because, he says, “the idea of doing 
business in South Africa is totally unaccept- 
able; we could not be true to the basic prin- 
ciples on which we run our business and we 


should lose our integrity in the process.” 


In January this year, his firm received an invitation

from e« firm of South African developers to franchise the 
Wates System of industrial building to them. Wates 
turned the invitation down because the directors did not 
wish to work In the atmosphere of apartheid. 

The South African firm.replied that Wates had been 
misled by hostile propaganda and that it could not take 
such a decision 7,000 miles away. 

As a result, Wates agreed to go out to South Africa to 
look at the situation at first hand. 

He returned to Britain more convinced than ever that 
the franchise-should not be granted. Wates; who is anxious 
to make clear that his own assessment does not commit 
his colleagues, has given his reasons in a long personal 
report, which is bound to have repercussions throughout 
the business world. Here are some extracts from it:— 


“We should have to operate within a social climate 
where the color of a man’s skin is “his most important 
attribute and where there is virtually no communication 
between the races; we should be locked into this system. 
We should have to operate within an economic climate 
which is designed. deliberately to demoralize and to 
maintain an industrial helotry; we should, in turn, profit 
from such exploitation and ultimately end up with a 
vested interest in its maintenance. 

“We should have to operate within a legal climate 
where the rule of law has been abolished in favor of rule 
by decree, which bids fair to become a reign of terror. 

“The cumulative effect of all these factors in the long 
term must be self-defeating; within the short term it 
must make it impossible for ourselves individually, or as 
a company, to connive at anything which would serve to 
perpetuate a system which in the last analysis has no 
other justification than the _preservation of white 
supremacy as an end in itself.

“To analyse each of my points in a little more 
detail... 

1. There ts virtually no communication between the 
races. In the first place there is very little physical 
contact—“‘non-European” park seats, bus-stops, airport 
entrances, lavatories, taxis, buses, etc., etc., (the 
duplication of services would be absurd if it were not 
often tragic; witness the. collapse of a grossly overloaded 
non-European footbridge over a railway, causing the 
death of many Africans, while the adjoining “white only 
bridge” was empty). 

“In the second place there is very little social 
contact; white and non-white cannot sit in the same 
office, eat. in the same public place and enjoy 
simultaneously the same cultural or physical recreations. 


Of course, a white can invite a non-white to his house — 


but it would be frought with difficulties, In the first place 
his servants — not to mention his neighbors;— would raise 
their eyebrows; in the secon@é place, unless the African 
had his own transport the white could not run him home 
at the end of the evening without a permit. It would, of 
course, be illegal for the African to stay the night. 

“Above all — following the Improper Interference Act 
1968 — whites and non-whites cannot attend the same 


- political meetings or join the same party. 


“As visitors we found it almost impossible to talk to 
Africans and we have the usual absurd stories about 
‘them’ from our fellow whites — their ignorance, their 
criminality, their immorality, etc., etc. For contact with 
the African we had to wait until we visited Zambia 
where Africans were obtaining levels of responsibility and 
acquiring skills which would have frankly astonished the 
story-tellers in South Africa. 

2. A scandalous under-utilization of human abilities. 
The policy of reserving key jobs for whites virtually 


means that 3,600,000 whites must provide the entire 
management capability and key skills for a population of 
over 19 million. The real scandal lies in the fact that all 
the real job opportunities one can see being grasped by 
Africans both in supervisory management and in the area 
of technical skills in a country like Zambia are totally 
denied to them in South Africa. It is impossible te-say 
how many first-class minds are doing the most menial 
jobs-and-it is, of course; impossible to measure the waste 
of ability. 

“The theory of separate development is plainly 
nonsense, all the time the whites depend on the blacks for 
their industrial manpower—and of course there can be no 
meaningful development in the homelands where most of 
the blacks are working in white areas. Only 8.7 per cent 
of employed Africans are in the homelands — whilst over 
one-third live in the homelands but work away from home | 
on annual contracts. This self defeating policy prohibits ‘ 
and prospect of career development for them let alone the 
building up of any loyalty to the company and reduces 
the non-white to the level of a ‘Labor Unit’.” 


3. A climate designed to demoralize and maintain an 
industrial helotry. White industry needs African labor: 
but each one of those Africans must have a permit to 
“work, live and be.’’ It is true that he can establish 
certain residential qualification to live in a township — if, 
for example, he has worked any area for 15 years, or 10 
‘years in the same job. But he may not necessarily be able 


to. live with his wife — he certainly cannot invite a 
‘¥ friend for the night without permission, and he is liable 


to lose all his rights if he is found to be ‘“‘idle and un- 
desirable.” Whereupon he will find himself sent to a 
“homeland’’ which means nothing ta him.

Television journalism is 
groping with the tyranny of 
the stopwatch. Brief, superfi-

Cameramen, reporters and 
editors all seek good visual 
material, and when it isn’t 
available they often shape the 
story to fit -the film they 
have, 

Television journalism offers 
a thousand technical tempta- 
tions to those who believe 
that it doesn’t matter what 
comes out the tube “as long 
as it’s good television.” 
Rather than grapple with the 
inherent 
visual medium, they use tech- 
niques to distort reality still 
further. 


Objectivity, of course, is an 
iHusion. But too many jour- 
nalists have ceased striving to 
grasp that illusion. Punditry 
is less work than digging out 
the truth. 

It is one of journalism's 
primary functions to seek out 
and hold up for 
society's warts, trusting in 
the’ collective wisdom of the 
society to demand their re- 
moval, No amount of soul- 


searching, no amount of in- |

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We will never be loved for 
it, but if journalists re- 
dedicate themselves to the 
search for truth, and thus 
maintain the respect of the 
community, journalism will 
be in a better position to 
deter those who believe that 
repression is the solution to 
discontent.

become blurred and respect for the law goes to the wall. 

“It is small wonder that there is virtually a reign of 
terror in-the native townships by night; in Soweto, the 
average number of murders on the peak night of the 
week is seven; nobody knows how much unreported 
erime of violence takes place—but then none of this 
would be obvious to the superficial white observer. 

“Tt is no defence to point out the undeniable truth 
that the black South Africans are better off than blacks 
in any other country in the world; the important factor is 
their relative well-being to their white fellow citizens; the 
Africans constitute 68 per cent of the population, but their 
share of the national cash income is 19 per cent—whereas 
the white constitute 19 per cent and their share of the 
cash income is 73 per cent. 


4. The rule of law has been abolished. If there is a 
physical reign of terror in the townships, all the 
ingredients are there for a legal reign of terror within 
the country. 

“In South Africa, under the 1967. Terrorism Act 
(which created new offences and made them retro- 
spective to 1962) it is explicitly stated-that ‘no-Court shall 
pronounce on the validity of any action for the release of 
a detainee under this Act.” Under the Bantu 
Administration Act the President is supreme and his 
actions cannot be challenged in respect of the African 
right to remain, reside or work in certain areas. With the 
Suppression of Communism Act 1967, which virtually says 
you are a Communist if the Minister says so, there are 
wide powers to arrest, together with the right to bar 
Counsel — and if you obtain your discharge under this 
Act you can simply be rearrested in open'Court and 
detained sine die under the Terrorism Act. 

“Clearly the Terrorism Act is itself an act of terror; 
in accepting the security of the State, rather than that of 
the individual as the over-riding consideration, the rule of 
law has been abolished and a potential, reign. of ‘terror 
through rule by decree has been established. It is true 
this is currently mainly directed against the black, but it 
is already beginning to be used against ‘the white and 
must ultimately prove self-defeating. 

“TI travelled South Africa hoping that I would find 
good reasons for doing business there; privately I had 
always considered critics of South Africa to be shrill and 
emotional—to* whom everything black was good and 
everything white was bad. But the parallel between 
Hitler’s treatment of the Jews in the 1930s and South 
Africa’s treatment of the blacks- today, became daily 

more obvious to me in the course of my visit and was 
brought home most vividly when I saw blacks being 
literally herded like cattle through the Bantu Admints- 
tration Courts. 

Just as I think with hindsight it would have been 
totally wrong to do anything to connive at Nazism in 
those days, so also do I think we should do-nothing that 
would help to perpetuate apartheid. 

“I was frequently pressed in South Africa to say 

whether we were looking at it as a business or an ethical 
problem: there can of course be no difference. 

“During the course of my visit I came to see more 
clearly how South Africa is. the battleground for the 
major issue which threatens the world; including within it 
of course the world of business—the problem of race. 
There is a direct confrontation in South Africa and 
another confrontation in the United States — and 
increasingly in this country. 

“Tt is crucial that as individuals and as a company 
we make our stand known and play our part in promoting 
a non-racial world.”

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Ferry Blocked 
By: Fish Boat 
At Collision 


VANCOUVER (CP) 


— Captain James Pollock 


of the British Columbia ferry Queen of Victoria testi- 
fied Wednesday that he could not move his ship 
farther tothe right before its collision with a Russian 
freighter because of a fishing boat off his starboard 


bow. 

Under oross-examination, 
Pollock, 57, said the seine 
boat was on his starboard 
side “right up to the moment 
of collision." 

He was testifying at the 
14th day of a federal inquiry 
into the Aug. 2 collision 
between the Queen of Victoria 
and the freighter Sergy 


Yesenin in Active Pass, Three | 


ferry passengers were killed. 

Questioned by D. B, Smith, 
counsel for the Yesenin’'s 
master, Capt, Nikolai 
Knaustov, the ferry skipper 
said that shortly before the 
collision, near the western 
mouth of the Z-shaped pass, 
he had ordered his helmsman 
to turn 10 degrees to star- 
board. 

He said the ferry was going 
slow ahead at that moment. 
Smith asked why we did not 
put the vessel full speed 
ahead to try to clear it from 
the freighter’s path faster, 

x kk * 

“If I was to go full ahéad I 
would likely have gone up on 
the beach, I would have 
exposed ngy whole port side to 
the frieghter and probably 
would have been cut in half." 
“As it was, his -starboard 
order was almost 
immediately followed by a 
hard-aport manoeuvre which 
he has said was aimed at 
bringing the vessels parallel 
to “minimize"’ the effects of a 
collision, 

When Smith suggested there 
was room in a bay to the 
ferry’s starboard that would 
have permitted the move 
withoug beaching, Pollock 
replied : 

“As we say, there’s plenty 
of water around but not very 
deep." 

Smith questioned him on 
published excerpts from a 
tape recorded interview with 
a CBC broadcaster, Allan 
Anderson of Toronto. The 
interview took place on the 
bridge of the ferry about half 
an hour after the crash. 

Smith pointed out that 
Pollock was. quoted in the 
interview as saying he could 
not move farther to star- 
board. 

“Yes, I said that,’ Pollock 
replied. “The seine boat was 
on my starboard bow and I 
couldn’t go-over any farther 
without running him down." 


But he emphasized that the 
ferry was travelling to the 
starboard side of the middle 
of the channel 
it- should be on, 


He admitted under cross- 
examination the ferry was 
travelling to port of the 
“normal” course through the 
pass “‘by a matter of about 
four degrees" — again 
because of the presence of the 
unidentified seine boat. 

Pollock said his estimate of 
how far the ferry was off 
normal course was based on 
his sighting of landmarks. He 
said he did not look at the 
ship’s compass during the 


time he was on the bridge in | 


Active Pass. 


The ferry skipper also said 


he was unable to communi- 
cate with the Russian ship 
with the radio equipment on 
his vessel. 


The ferry’s equipment is | 


channelled on 2182 kilocycles 
— a distress radio band. 
Unless the freighter turned to 
that band, it would not have 
heard the ferry's signals. 

Pollock said it was his 
experience that foreign 
vessels, which regularly -use 
the channel en route to 
Vancouver, do not tune to the 
2182 band. 

Pollock testified that his 
first officer, Zale Kirron, was 
at the controls of the’ ferry 


before the freighter was 
sighted. The captain took 
control after that.

He said that at one point 
Kirron started to reduce 
speed because of the number 
of small craft in the pass, but 
resumed full speed when the 
captain “suggested jit.” 

John Steeves, counsel for 
the Russian vessel's owners, 
asked why the captain 
ordered full speed. 

“Mr. Kirron was in control 
at the time and I guess it 
seemed prudent to him to 


reduce speed,’ said Pollock. | 


“I suggested - that in - my 
opinion it was. not necessary 
at that particular time to 
slow the vessel down.” 

Steeves asked whether the 
fact that the ferry had left 
Tsawwassen eight 
late was the reason for 
maintaining full speed. Pol- 
lock replied: ‘‘No.”

A mixed bag and creel this week. 


Blue grouse hunters throughout the Island have,had, good 
sport during the- opening weekends of the season. Shortly 
however, the early mid September migration of these birds wil! 
have the upland bird hunter locking up his gun, His sport will 
be finished until the leaves fall in late November and the 
Ruffed grouse becomes accessable. 

I fee! it is time for the Fish and Wildlife Branch to initiate 
the introduction of an alien upland game bird species which will 
provide mid-season. sport for upland bird. hunters, Certainly 
such an introduction will have to be done with much study and 
cautian. so that - resident populations of wildlife are not 
endangered. However, the ¢limination of pheasants by 
pesticides, “changing. farmland practices and municipal 
regulations has-curtailed the past-mid-season sport. What is 
needed. now | is initiative for planning and experimentation of 
another of the-two hundred plus species of pheasant or some 
otheraupland species which will adapt to the west goast climate. 

Curfent plang by the Fish and Wildlife Branch saré for the 
introduction of Rocky Mountain Goat to Vancouver Island. 
Goats will be trapped at Jarvis Inlet on the mainland and 
transported to the Prince of Whales Range, north and east of 
Campbell River, in an attempt to introduce this. species there. 

* * * 

Recent waterfow] management regulations. in certain states 
of the U.S. have come under considerable criticism since their 
inception, The “regulations aimed at species management, is 
based ona daily point total with each duck species given a 
point. count according to abundance. This system has been 
welcomed by many: sportsmen as an excellent management 
regulation. In fact, the Canadian Wildlife Federation, the voice 
of organized Canadian sportsmen, is advocating such a system 
in Canada. 

The most recent criticism comes in an article, “Limit the 
Duck Hunters?” by J. Shields, in the September issue of 
“Outdoor Tife.”” Mr. Shields (with tongue in cheek I sincerely 
hope) Is ‘Quite scathing of this inovative management technique, 
and calls for simplicity of regulations (for a limited number of 
huntepsY rather than an ¢ducated hunter. I would. strongly 
recommend the article to all Island waterfowl hunters as a 
foreshadowing of possible Pacific coast waterfowl regulations. 

* * * 

Recent acts by various municipalities and regional boards 
on Vancouver Island to ban the use of firearms under the 
pretext of conservation should certainly be questioned by all 
sportsmen. Protectionalism is not a conservation measure. It 
does. nothing but stock nile wildlife promoting the spread of 
disease and parasites. Firearms bans for public safety are 
respected by outdoorsmen and are certainly necessary in areas 
of congested population. Hunters planning trips near 
municipalities should check recent bylaws for that area to 
ensure they are not in a restricted zone. 

* * * 

Fish and Wildlife clubs in B.C. are to be congratulated for 
their efforts in instructing upwards of 4,000 youngsters per year 
in firearms safety. These clubs spend many hours and much 
effort instructing youngsters in ‘care with firearms ‘but 
wnfortimately have little follow-up when the actual hunting 
season occurs, As a follow-up clubs could initiate a program of 
himtipe trig for these and ether vounesters in their area who 
are Without transportation and parental supervision. A public 
service like this, which co-ordinated transportation and adult 
supervision, would be a highlight in any youngsters life. Many 
hunters would volunteer their services if they knew of a co- 
erdinater fhev could ohone, nerticularly as some adult hunting 
trips. are spur of the moment decisions and company would be 
welcomed, The experience civen to the youngsters would be 
invaluable providing the very best of outdoor partnership, 
ethics, safety and wildlife management. 

* * * 

Recent announcements by Federal Fisheries Minister, Jack 
Davis,. of the first Coho and Chinook hatchery in B.C. (to be 
Joeatedcn the Cenilano River in North Vancouver and of the 
proposal for an alien salt water licence are certainly applauded 
by all B.C. sportsfishermen. 

The initial hatchery is the first of a series promised by the 
minister to sportsfishermen for the improvement of the salmon 
sports fishing runs. A second has been set for Vancouver Island 
but.as yet the specific location has not been reported. 

It would “seem anorenriate at this time for the Provincial 
Fish’ -and~ Wildlife Branch to negotiate with the Federal 
Fisheries Denartment for steelhead production in this hatchery. 
Steelhead management is the responsibility of the Provincial 
Fish and Wildlife Branch, but as yet little management has 
occured, The new provincial at Abbotsford is unable to cope 
with steelhead fish culture. However, as the new federal 
hetehery js for Coho, a salmon with almost.an identical life 
history" to the steelhead, it would seem. appropriate that 
steelhead production be a part of that hatchery. 

The proposed salt water licence for aliens over sixteen 
years states a fee of one dollar per day up to a maximum of 
three days, ten dollars per ‘month, and twenty-five dollars per 
year.

N.S. Sheriff 
Delays-Release 
Of Treasure 


HALIFAX (CP) — ‘A Louis- 
bourg, N.S. treasure hunter has 
been given rights to 8,800 gold 
and silver coins he recovered 
from a sunken ship, but Sydney, 
N.S. sheriff James MacKillop 
Wednesday declined to release 
them to the man. 


The coins, recovered in 1965} 
by diver Alex Storm, are from| 
the 18th century French pay| 
ship Le Chameau. 

The appeal division of the! 
Nova Scotia supreme —court| 
issued Tuesday an order setting 
aside a notice of appeal against 
an earlier supreme court deci- 
sion that the coins belonged to 
Storm. 

Storm disclosed the find in 
April, 1966, and four years of 
legal manoeuvring over ' their 
ownership followed. 

But when Storm tried Wed- 
nesday to take possession of the 
hoard valued tentatively at 
$700,000, from sheriff McKillop 
he was told that the “local 
receiver of wreck had _ in- 
structed him (MacKillop) not to 
release them. j 

“It is incredible,’ Storm said) 
in an interview following the 
confrontation with sheriff Mac- 


Killop. He explained that in 1965 Mi 


he received dispensation from 
Ottawa which made it un- 
necessary for him to deliver the 
treasure to the receiver of 
wreck,

received a letter from Halifax 
ordering him to release the 
treasure to Mr. Storm “but 
customs and some department 
in Ottawa have yet to give!

Sheriff MacKillop, who was| 
responsible for counting the 
coins and depositing them in a 
Sydney bank, said ff would take 
about three days before the 
treasure is released to Mr.|

It’s Apple Pudding Time

Apple desserts warm from 
the oven are suite to spell out 
a welcome for the youngsters 
coming home to lunch, Any 
effort used in preparation of 
these nutritious, appetizing 
foods is worthwhile in far 
reaching results on health and 
general wellbeing. 

British Columbia apples are 
now heaped up in the markets 
and what is even better, 
many home gardens have one 
or more varieties of this most 
popular tree fruit. The quality 
is not affected by a nibble or 
two lost to an insect nor by a 
bruise when falling. 

Popularity is well deserved, 
for no fruit is more versatile. 
One could. collect apple 
recipes over two or three 
years and still come up with 
something new. 

Perhaps these two apple 
recipes willbe mew to some 
readers amd a welcome 
reminder to others who may 
have compiled similar. 


First, Apple Roll in Syrup 


to serve after a hearty 
cottage cheese, lettuce and 
tomato salad,

For the pastry roll: 1 cup 
whole wheat flour; % tea- 
spoon baking powder; % 
teaspoon salt; 1 tablespoon 
butter or other shortening.

A Baked Apple Pudding 
provides another quite - dif- 
ferent taste treat for a cool 
day luncheon and is a real 
quickie to prepare since the 
batter is set aside for one 
hour while the apples are 
peeled and quartered, and a 
dozen other household jobs 
taken care of. 


For a one-pint casserole 
(four good sized servings) 
take % cup’ whole wheat 
flour, 1 egg, 1 cup milk and 
beat all together. Set aside 
for one hour, 

Meanwhile, grease one-pint 
size casserole, and fill % full 
With quartered apples. The 
chunks give better flavor and 
texture to this dish than thin 
slices. Sprinkle with 1 tbsp. 
brown sugar and a grating of 
fresh nutmeg. 

Rebeat the batter and stir 
in % teaspoon baking powder. 
Pour the batter over -the 
apples, coating all the top 
pieces, Bake in 350 deg. oven 
for about 1 hour or until 
apples test done with a fork. 
Sprinkle with level teaspoon 
brown sugar and serve hot. 

There is no shortening or 
fat of any kind in. the recipe 
and the result is a thick 
pudding with the tang of 
apples between. A fine 
dessert to accompany a salad 
of Canadian cheddar cheese

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Socal Worker

Job Transfers

Job transfers described 
as “sudden” are being 
appealed by a number of 
social worker employees 
of the provincial depart- 
ment of rehabilitation 
and social improvement. 


But Rehabilitation Minister 
Phil Gaglardi said today the 
transfers — unofficially 
reported affecting 16 social 
workers — are “only just ‘a 
start’ in that direction. 

He denied that there is any 
“shakeup” under way in the 
department which he took 
over last fall. 

Gagiardi indicated the 
transfers are ‘‘promotions’’ 
which will improve the. quali- 
fications of those involved for 
future advancement. 

But Glen Hamilton, execu- 
tive secrétary of the B.C. 
Association of Social Workers, 
said today in Vancouver: 


‘OOMPLETE LOSS’ 

“We are at a complete loss 
to understand the rationale 
for the move.” 

At the same time Cy Toren, 
association president, was 
today sending out letters to a 
number of newspapers criti- 
cizing Gaglardi on other 
policy matters since he took 
over the welfare job. 


Gaglardi said in February 


that a reorganization of the 
“retraining” of staff if neces- 
sary could be expected 

Hamilton,. in Vancouver, 
said the association has just 
learned of some of the 
transfers and would like to 
hear from Gaglardi some 
evidence of the need for the 
move, 


CLOSE TOUCH 


“I think there are argu- 
ments for keeping staff in 
close touch with their com- 
munities,’’ he said. ‘I don't 


think the experience would be 
much different in one com- 
munity than in another.

Gaglardi, asked about the 
appeals as a possible sign of 
discofitent in his department, 
replied, ‘‘so what?” 

He said transfers are a 
condition of employment. 

Gaglardi denied that he was 
now carrying out “previously 
veiled threats to shake up the 


department if it failed to 
adapt to his new approach to 
welfare services. 

‘T’m not interested in 
breaking up anything,” he 
said. 


MEMBERS UPSET 


Hamilton said. the associa- 
tion’s members are ‘“natu- 
rally upset with the idea of 
being shifted around.” 

Toren said he hasn't suffi- 
cient details of the moves to 
evaluate them but if Gag- 
lardi’s moves are “arbitrary” 
then it could be ‘‘destructive’’ 
and create more problems for 
the department.

PHNOM PENH (AP) 
Meeting only_light_resistance, 
a Cambodian amphibious 
force of some 1,500. men 
reached Kompong Thom 
Wednesday night and lifted a 
three-month seige of the 
provincial capital 80 miles 
north of Phnom Penh, the
